REMARKS 


Applicants agree with the Examiner in that Claims 3 and 5 should list the status identifier 
"currently amended". AppHcants have made the requisite modifications to the status identifiers 
for claims 3 and 5 accordingly. However, Applicants respectfully disagree that claims 6 and 10 
require the "currently amended" status identifier. In support of this, Applicants respectfiiUy 
draw the Examiner's attention to section 714 of the MPEP (at p700-192; February, 2003 edition). 

There it is indicated that (re-presented - formerly dependent claim # ) is an acceptable status 

identifier. Applicants point out that claims 6 and 10 are previously dependent claims that have 
been re-written to include only the limitations of the claim on which they originally depended. 
Thus, claims 6 and 10 have not changed in scope and are properly given the "re-presented - 
formerly dependent claim #" status identifier.
